As it happened in the lofle of many of the 
Records of the {dmiralty and Court Military, 


The Coroners Rolls fince the Raign' of King 


Hen. 4, and of the Clerks of the Peace, and 


Clerkes of the {ſſiſe Rolls, and Bookes, and of 


the Rolls of Stewards of Court Leetes, and Court 
Barons, which have been either loſt, or miſuled 
or obſcured ; and many Cuſtomes, things, and 


Matters of Conſequence very uſefull and nece(= 


faryto be known: have ſo ſunk into the lake 
of oblivion as there are now no weſtigia or foot- 
ſteps thereof to be tound, And our formerages 
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morials of this Nation, ( which arenext unto 
the Sacred Scriptures, the crueſt rouchſtones 
and teſtimonies of the tr#th, and cannor Ilye ;) 
and ſo highly eſteemed them as they could ne- 4 
ver think them fit to be hazarded, And there- - 
jore the Tudges of the Court of Common Pleas 4 
at Weſtminſter , being upon Wrics of Error 
dirc&ly, and in expreſſe Terms commanded 
by the King to ſend Recordum &+ Proceſſunt 
unto him in his Court of Kings Bench, do only 
ſend the tranſcripts. 

And being commanded to certifie an Out- 
lawry into the Exchequer, do not {cnd the 
Outlawry it felf, but a Copy or trantcripr 
thereof, And the Records of the Kingdom do 
ſo little perſonally belong unto Judges and 
their ſucceſſors, as the Records of the Courts 
of Kings Benchand Common Pleas, whether the

Law, or any of the antient and reaſonable Cu- 
ftomes of England, to have the Publique Records 
of the Nation Ambulatory, or kept in any 
private or particular cuſtody, betwixt which 
and the Pablique, there will be as great a diffe- 
rence, as there is hetwixt ſafety and danger. - 


Or that the K zngs Treaſuries of his Record; of 


the Tower of Eondon and the Exchequer, could 
have ſhewed thoſe antient ters, Juſtice in Eyres 
Records, Perambulations, bounds of Forre$ts, and 


the Peoples rights and Cluimes thereunto, if they 


had been as lrinerant, moveable, and mortal, as 
many of the chief Juſtices in Eyre have been, 
ſome whereof have been only during Plealure.

2. and (ince comming to 
be a reſident of the Exchequer ( or the Book 
called the Parliament Book in the Tower ) were 
never yet upon any pretences diſquieted or 
removed into any private hands whatſoever. - 

Thar all or any of the former Records in 
Chancery, the Exchequer, or the Tower of Lon. 
don, concerning the Dutchy of Lancafter, and 
the many great poſſeſſions of ſeveral Earldoms 
annexed and unired unto it, were not ( al- 
though that Dutchy doth by 1G of Parkumem

the Crown of England } delivered out to Jobs 
of Gount Duke of Lancsſter and his heirs, 
when they were afterwards owners of that 
Dutchy, neither were all the former Records

The many uſefull RegiSers of the Arch- 
biſhops of Canterbury and Yorke, and theic 
Suffragan Biſhops were ſo alwayes kept in 
certo loco amongſt other the publique Re» 
cords of their Churches and Dioceſſes,. as they 
were never at all transferred or put into the 
private | poſſeſſion of any ſucceeding Bi- 
ſhops. | 
The moſt uſefull Bake, Calendars and 4be 
frads, now remaining in the receipt of the 
Exchequer made and compiled by Mr. 4gar, 
and in the Tower of London by others, were ne- 
ver fince removed or haled out of the ſervice 
of the Publique.
